DEFINITION  OF  SIZES 


1st.  size  Super  Mother  rhizome,  a broad,  thick , heavy  single  root, 
generally  with  four  or  six  or  more  babies  attached.  95%  should  bloom 
the  first  season.  The  very  best  buy  if  only  one  of  a variety  is  purchased. 
Most  certain  to  bloom  and  having  more  oabies  gives  the  utmost  increase. 

NOTE.  There  are  only  a limited  number  of  Super  roots  available 
every  year.  After  these  are  sold  I give  two  second  size. 

2nd  size.  Medium  size  Mother  root,  generally  with  two  or  more 
babies.  About  half  will  bloom  the  first  year.  Moderate  price  allows  buy- 
ing in  quantity.  If  a half  dozen  is  bought  of  this  size  a 1st  size  is  in- 
cluded, provided  order  is  received  early  or  before  my  Super  roots  are 
sold  close.

First  size  are  medium  size  clumps  transplanted  a year  ago  and  can 
be  planted  very  late  or  in  the  spring  and  sure  to  bloom  freely.  All  have 
6 to  7 or  more  stems.  2nd  size  have  three  or  more  stems.  Postage  on 
Siberians  is  5c  and  up  according  to  size  and  zone.  Forget  postage  and 
receive  smaller  plants. 


TOO  MUCH  FOR  THE  MONEY 

Some  persons  may  make  big  eyes,  thinking  that  double  rhizomes 
offered  for  one  root  is  more  for  the  money,  but  there  is  a chance  for 
disappointment  because  even  the  largest  of  the  pair  are  not  always 
of  blooming  size.  Play  safe  and  buy  Super  size  Mother  roots  from 
Fairy  Gardens. 


ILLUSTRATION 

Last  fall  I planted  for  a test  35  Princess  Beatrice  and  25  Isoline 
in  Super  Mother  roots.  30  of  the  Princess  and  19  Isoline  bloomed.  Cer- 
tainly a very  good  showing  for  supposed  shy  bloomers. 

CRITICISM 

My  second  size  roots  have  been  criticised  by  a few  unreasonable 
persons  who  apparently  expected  1st  size  Mother  rhizomes  for  the  2nn 
size  ordered.  They  received  what  they  paid  for.  No  other  grower 
in  the  land  has  so  clearly  and  plainly  defined  blooming  size.  Iris 
rhizomes  as  I have  done. 

THE  BRIGHTER  SIDE 

Va.  Some  of  the  2nd  size  Iris  roots  bloomed  the  first  year. 

Pa.  The  last  several  years  I have  been  the  recipient  from  you,  of 

some  Irises  that  have  done  well.  I particularly  value  your 

ratings. 

Canada.  The  fifteen  or  so  Iris  I got  from  you  two  years  ago  have 
done  remarkably  well.  The  roots  were  all  second  size  but  five  or  six  of 
them  bloomed  the  following  spring  and  all  the  rest  of  the  year.  They 
were  aremarkably  fine  collection. 

Ohio.  I am  in  receipt  of  your  price  list  and  send  you  the  follow- 
ing order.  Last  season  I purchased  some  of  your  2nd  size  roots  that 
seemed  small,  it  was  rather  late  in  the  season  and  not  much  was  ex- 
pected this  year,  but  I was  surprised  when  half  the  roots  bloomed.  I 
am  pleased  so  far  with  my  Iris  dealings  with  you. 

MADE  GOOD 

Norfolk,  Va. — “Last  season  I purchased  12  of  your  largest  size  Iris 
rhizomes  and  all  bloomed  but  one.” 

This  is  certainly  a very  good  showing.  Every  experienced  grower 
will  agree  that  if  nine  out  of  a dozen  bloomed,  it  would  be  a good 
record. 


REMEMBER— 

That  my  Super  Mother  roots  have  never  been  criticised.  I will  match 
them  with  the  largest  roots  grown  on  Puget  Sound,  in  Oregon  and  “The 
charmed  land.”

HISTORY  OF  FIRMAMENT 

Twenty-five  years  ago  when  I commenced  to  study  and  collect  Irises, 
this  finest  of  all  varieties  was  discovered  at  the  old  Homestead  (now  a 
memory)  in  a clump  of  Florentina  Alba,  Even  at  that  time  when  I did 
not  have  the  power  of  discrimination  that  has  been  acquired  since,  it  im- 
pressed me  as  being  extra  fine.  So  it  was  removed  and  planted  away  by 
itself  as  a treasure  to  be  guarded  against  any  possible  loss;  and  every- 
one who  buys  Firmament  will  guard  it  when  it  is  considered  that  it  is 
invested  with  some  romance. 

Every  year  as  it  bloomed  again  I was  impressed  by  the  beautiful 
light  blue  standard  and  dark  violet  blue  of  the  falls  set  off  by  the  good 
sized  bright  orange  beard.  Visitors  would  remark  what  a beautiful 
thing  it  was.  Eventually  the  plants  increased  so  much  that  they  were 
removed  to  an  open  field,  planted  along  side  and  between  the  rows  of 
other  blue  and  purple  varieties.  This  one  was  singled  out  for  special 
praise  by  visitors;  often  it  was  noticed  from  the  roadway  and  people 
came  in  to  see  such  a beautiful  Iris. 

Having  sold  a quantity  of  Firmament  in  Detroit,  I bargained  for 
some  plants  there  to  replenish  my  stock  and  made  a special  trip  to 
mark  the  plants  while  they  were  still  in  bloom  so  that  there  would  not 
be  any  possibility  of  getting  somewhere  else.  Upon  my  arrival  I had  the 
Iris  surprise  of  my  life.  Firmament  was  of  such  size,  coloration  and 
beauty  that  I had  not  seen  excelled  by  any  other  light  blue  variety  in 
my  travels,  nor  in  any  of  my  own  early  lighter  blue  sorts. 

The  Detroit  Firmament  had  finer  blooms  than  my  own  plants  bore 
for  the  reason  that  they  were  planted  in  richer  soil.  Never  in  my  life 
did  I see  such  Iris  blooms  as  I saw  at  the  Detroit  estate.  Firmament  was 
given  my  new  Iris  as  a name  that  would  fittingly  describe  its  beauty. 
There  are  other  Irises  more  beautiful  among  the  later  sorts,  but  among 
the  very  early  blue  varieties  Firmament  is  supreme.

After  reading  the  above  in  my  preliminary  Iris  price  list  my  friend 
writes  me.  “it  was  a pleasure  to  meet  and  get  acquainted  with  you  just 
by  accident  as  we  did  at  Ft.  Wayne.  I will  have  more  confidence  in  you 
in  the  future,  because  I know  you  are  sincere  in  your  statements.”  Along

Finn  ament  eclipses  all  other  earl  blue  Iriess  of  its  season.  So 
much  superior  to  Fritjof  and  Fontariebie  that  these  sorts  are  obsolete. 
Firmament  is  finer  than  Miranda,  Gold  Crest,  Mad.  Gaudichau,  and 
compares  favorably  with  Ballerine.  The  evidence  proves  Firmament 
to  be  the  finest  American  early  blue  Iris,  one  of  the  Finest  American 
Irises  and  among  the  finest  Irises  in  existence. 

SECURE  TRUE  STOCK 

At  least  a half  dozen  growers  have  the  true  quill  but  some  must 
have  something  else  to  compare  Firmament  with  Amas  or  Major  both 
considerably  darker  in  tone. 


MORE  BLOOM 

Having  the  largest  stock  of  Firmament  the  utmost  value  can  be 
expected  from  me.  With  every  1st.  size  root  an  additional  smaller  one  is 
given. 


PLANT  ACCLIMATED  STOCK 

Some  Iris  grown  in  warm  climates  are  sometimes  dissapointing 
in  colder  sections  until  inured  to  cold  weather.  This  applies  to  Kashmir 
White,  Ed.  Mitchell  and  others.  Why  take  a chance?  Play  safe.  Buy 
these  varieties  grown  in  your  own  climate. 

DISTANCE  LENDS  ENCHANTMENT 

If  I was  living  in  the  far  West  I would  probably  buy  my  plants 
out  there  because  plants  grown  father  away  would  be  no  better.  Just 
as  good  Iris  roots  are  grown  all  over  the  country  as  in  “the  charmed 
land  ” Distance  lends  etc.,  etc. 

The  Main  Thing 

To  secure  the  very  largest  blooming  size  Mother  rhizomes  is  to 
pay  enuogh  money. 


I do  not  offer  such  stuff  but  have  evolved  a very  satisfactory 
method  of  giving  extra  value  to  quantity  buyers.  My  plan  does  not 
compel  taking  (whether  wanted  or  not)  varieties  that  will  not  sell  and 
a fond  desire  to  get  rid  of,  under  the  guise  of  something  for  nothing. 
My  way  is  different-  You  are  allowed  some,  or  quite  a voice  in  the 
bargaining  game.  My  gratis  offers)  are  bargains,  the  real,  genuine 
thing.

General  effect  is 
bronze.  Beautiful  and  distinct.

CULTURAL  INSTRUCTIONS 

In  days  gone  by  Irises  were  of  the  easiest  possible  culture  and 
will  be  until  its  modern  enemies  arrive  to  attack  your  plants.  Iris 
rot  and  borers  threaten  extinction  of  Iris  plants  in  many  localities.  The 
need  of  the  hour  is  more  and  more  practical  and  successful  methods 
of  avoiding  and  controling  these  deadly  enemies.  My  Iris  cultural 
instructions  are  “the  best  ever.”  You  will  be  able  to  detect  rot  and 
roots  with  borers  inside  that  some  growers  send  out  and  can  “fire 
them  right  back.”  Iris  cultural  instructions  are  free  with  all  orders 
and  all  buyers  of  former  years  for  5c  in  stamps.  All  others  25c.  An 
investment  of  a quarter  in  my  cultural  instructions  will  save  you 
more  or  many  quarters. 


BEGINNERS’  COLLECTION 

Beware  of  inveigling  collections  that  offer  a whole  raft  of  Irises 
for  almost  a song.  Some  growers  are  falling  over  themselves  to  unload 
a lot  of  old  stuff  on  you.  What  you  want  is  the  very  cream  of  the  old 
timers,  some  sorts  now  low  in  price  that  are  really  fine  and  distinct.  I 
got  rid  of  commonplace  things  years  ago  and  have  no  junk  to  foist  off 
on  you.  Watch  out  for  stingers!  ! ! 


DON’T  STOP 

Planting  Irises  thinking  it  is  too  late.  If  strong  blooming  size  roots 
are  planted  this  fail  they  will  bo 

than  some  roots  planted  early.  Knowing  that  by  spring  the  best  roots 
might  be  sold  out  I do  not  put  off  buying,  buy  keep  right  on  buying  new 
Irises  until  freezing  weather  and  any  roots  not  planted  in  Octobei  are 
heeled  in  to  be  planted  out  in  the  spring  and  the  very  largest  seldom 
miss  flowering  because  they  were  large  enough  and  had  the  age. 

Insurance.  5c  must  be  paid  by  purchaser.  Shipments  invarieiably 
arrive — save  a nickle.
